Claims 8-13 are cancelled.

Claims 1-7 and 14-23 are allowed. 


Reasons for Allowance 


3. This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

4. Regarding claims 1-7 and 14-23, the prior art, either singularly or in combination, does 
not teach or suggest ". . .positioning the object beneath a targeting device suitable mounting an 
optical scanner thereon, which device includes a frame including a base and an upright post 
extending from the base, a linkage slidably mounted on the post, an actuator arm secured to and 
extending from the linkage, which actuator arm has a curved undersurface which engages the 
surface of the object to be scanned and moves in tandem with the linkage along the post when 
the object to be scanned is inserted between the actuator arm and a support surface below the 
actuator arm, and a holder configured to mount the optical scanner thereon at a predetermined 
scanning distance from the object to be scanned. . ." 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
